Unfortunately, I am unable to play

this disc. It seems to be a mult-session disc that prohibits computers from

accessing it. I even tried it in my friend's Powerbook (the 12" version) and

it wouldn't play there either! To my further dismay, the disc seems to be

stuck in my computer at this very moment, and I am unable to eject it.


In addition to the inconvenience this causes me at the moment, I am now

worried about my future purchase of these discs. They look like CDs and

actually say that they are CDs when you open the case, but they certainly

don't act like CDs. This is prone to cause a lot of consumer confusion.
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
